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Stop! Don’ tread this if you’re over 35. It’s not addressed to you, 
and would only waste your time. Turn the page. Continue on your way. 
Come back tomorrow. 

Now. It used to be that rock ’n’ roll was a foreign language to 
most of the world, especially the world of suits, corporations, and the 
military-industrial complex. Also the world of parents and other adults who 
were itching to enforce the status quo. Most of you probably know this already. When Elvis 
(Presley) first happened, parents hated him. Hated him. Likewise, ministers, school 
Principals, scout leaders. And the Beatles were the same way ... as were the psychedelic bands 
that followed. In fact, from even before Elvis, there’s always been a core of musicians — 
thythm & blues players, folksingers, rock ’n’ rollers — who got no truck with the way it’s 
Supposed to be ... who just want to sing their guts out, and maybe bust up a few icons in the 
process. Rebels, they used to be called. 

Still today, as you Generation X-ers know, there’s hostility to the music. I myself 
can’t hardly listen to more than a few minutes of any band that cranks the distort to 9 and 
Screams over the top of it. And I’ve never moshed. I’ ve pogoed, but I’ve never moshed. Still, 
I totally respect the right of any musician to upset any apple cart they want. Because what’s 
always been great about rock ’n’ roll is its subversiveness. Like a modem newspaper is 
supposed to (said Finley Peter Dunne), rock ’n’ roll comforts the afflicted and afflicts the 
comfortable. In style and substance, the best rock ’n’ roll has always said, “Listen to me; I 
am the greatest,” and given the rest of the world the finger. Plus, it’s a great aphrodisiac. 

But there’s stuff going on in the rock’n’ roll world today that makes me profoundly 
sad. It’s like the final curtain to a final act that began when Michael Jackson bought the 
Beatles’ songs away from Paul and Yoko, and started selling them to Nike. 

During the Super Bowl this year, Sixties legends John Fogerty (Creedence Clearwater 
Revival) and Country Joe McDonald showed up in a commercial to hype a soft drink, I forget 
which. During the Winter Olympics, The Band put a song behind Diet Coke. Currently, a 
Buffalo Springfield song plays behind a Miller beer ad. OK, maybe those guys all went broke 
through drugging, and they really need the money. Maybe. But then right after the State of 
the Union speech this January, Coopers & Lybrand — a mega-financial firm —ran an ad that 
featured Bob Dylan’s “The Times They Are A-Changin’”. - 

At first I thought this must have been one of those deals where the record company 
owns the song (or Michael Jackson does), and the artist has nada to say about it. But 
subsequent research reveals that Dylan himself sold the song. Folks, it’s one thing to have 
Paula Abdul or Madonna or MC Hammer shilling for Diet Coke. Or The Gloved One moon- 
walking for Pepsi. These characters came of age in the 80’s, when the dollar was king. And 
they’re pop singers; they don’t dorocknroll. But Dylan?? For thirty years, Dylan meant truth. 
Dylan didn’t pull no punches. Dylan was the guy with zero jive. Dylan selling a song toa 
financial firm is like The Butthole Surfers recording an ad for The Wall Street Journal. Or 
picture k.d. lang ... (“Now that I’ ve come out as a lesbian, let me tell you how fresh I feel with 
Stayfree™ panty liners”) ... Or better yet, Juliana Hatfield (“You know, Iused to feel suicidal, 
butsinceI started chewing Doublemint...”). Imean, Bob Dylan—does he need themoney??? 

There’s a story that I pray to the Goddess is true: A few years ago (in the 80s) Lee 
Iacocca (“My ego won’t fit in my minivan”), the president of Chrysler, offered Bruce 
Springsteen $15 million for “Born in the USA”. For a Chrysler commercial. And The Boss 
saidNo. Negatron. Fifteen million bucks! I think no matter what you think of Springsteen’s 
music, you gotta love him for telling Iacocca to put his dollars where the sun don’t shine. 

So, I don’t know why I’m telling you this. Like I can do something about it. I guess 
Ibelieve it’s important to let people know — especially younger people — that there are still 
some of us who haven’t given up ... who think it’s important to tell a corporate suit, “I didn’t 
write that song to sell com flakes.” Even though the Reagan revolution has won, and money 
is everything, I just want you to know, O useful generation, that some.of us have not 
acquiesced.

Earthquakes 

Iran was rocked by a sec- 
IS] ond week of violent, and 

sometimes deadly earth- 
quakes in various parts of the coun- 
try. At least three people were killed 
by a magnitude 6.0 temblor near the 
southem town of Firuzabad. Several 
houses in the Sistan region were 
damaged by a slightly weaker quake 
earlier in the week. 

Earth movements also were felt 
in Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands, Japan’s Hokkaido Island, 
the Souther Califomia aftershock 
Zone, eastern Idaho, and along the 
Greek-Albanian border. 


Drought 

Five million people in 

Kenya and northern Tan- 

zania face severe food 
shortages from a drought and 
intense heat that is killing livestock 
and. shriveling food and export 
crops. The U.N. Food and Agricul- 
tural Organization has warned that 
the worst drought in 10 years threat- 
ens famine for two million people, 
and plans to make emergency food 
shipments.

Agri- 
culture Minister Albalson Vasquez 
said the destruction of 27,500 acres 
of farmland will drastically lower 
food output and force arise in prices 
at the markets.

they believe has poisoned more 
than 300 pigeons in Australia’s 
largest city. The Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
believes the killings are the work of 
one or more professionals. Startled 
commuters discovered the dead 
birds littering the city’s streets in Bel- 
more Park near the main railway sta- 
tion, and again in a plaza opposite 
St. Andrew's Cathedral. The birds 
were fed the highly toxic and 
restricted poison Phosdrin baited 
with a mixture of bread and bran. 
Thechemical attacks the respiratory 
system, causing the birds suffer 
severe convulsions before dying.
